God on your action in this matter. 
I 
believe He has something to do with 
this question." Mr. Lincoln then said: 
"You are right, Mr. Secretary. I most 
humbly thank you for that suggestion; 
it was an oversight of mine. Do me 
t^e favor of taking a pen and paper 
and adding what you would have in 
conclusion." Mr. Chase wrote seven 
words, viz.: "And the gracious favor 
of Almighty God." Mr. Lincoln then 
added them to the end of the last part 
agraph of the proclamation, 
which 
made the whole read as follows, to wit: 
"And upon this act, sincerely believed 
to be an act of justice, warran,ted by 
the Constitution upon military neces- 
sity, I invoke the considerate judgmen- 
of mankind and the gracious favor of 
Almighfy God."

SEDAN. 


Tlie Old G e r m a n Soldiers Cliat 
Over t h e G r e a t Battle. 


The German Kreiger Verein, a 'society 
of old Prussian soldiers celebrated the 
battle of Sedan in a royal way last night. 
About that French city a series of des 
perate conflicts waged about the 20, 30 
and 31 of August, closing September 1, 
1870. The French army, 150,0008trong 
under Marshal MacMahon, 
occupied 
Sedan and the greater part of the three 
German armies, (250,000 men) surround 
ed the city under command of the king 
and crown prince of Prussia and the 
crown prince of Saxony. The carnage 
was awful. 


The battle began with attacks on the 
French right and left about 5 a. m., and 
was very severe at 2 p. m. At 4 p. m. 
the Germans remained masters of the 
field, and the crown prince of Prussia 
announced a complete victory, the chief 
part of the French army retreating into 
Sedan. 


The Emperor Napoleon was present 
during the battle, and, it is said, stood at 
Iges, near Sedan, exposed for four hours 
to the German grenades. 
The impossi 
bility of further resistance was then evi 
dent. The Germans had contracted their 
circle close round Sedan; their formidable 
artillery held all the heights, from which 
they could at pleasure wholly destroy 
the town and amny, and only 2,000 men 
were in a condition to respond to their 
commander's call, and to make a supreme 
effort to break through the enemy with 
the emperor and escape to)^Montmedy.
